May it please your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners for administering tlie Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland, submit to your Excellency this the 
Twenty-first Annual Report of our proceedings under the Acts in 
force for the Relief of the. Destitute Poor in Ireland. 

1. We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar returns 
in previous Annual Reports, a summary of weekly returns of per- 
sons relieved in the workhouse and out of the workhouse for fifty- 
three weeks, from the week ended 23rd February, 1867, to the 
week ended 22nd February, 1868, both inclusive; and we give, in 
illustration of these and previous returns, the two indoor and out- 
door relief diagrams,* so as to afford a comparison of the fluctuations 
which have occurred in each year for the last six years. 

The three earliest years represented in preceding diagrams have 
been now discarded, because by the loss of one day annually in the 
series of years the commencement and termination of the lines 
which mark the fluctuation of the numbers are gradually becoming 
applicable to a different series of weeks, and by giving more than 
six years in the same diagram we should cease to compare together 
corresponding weeks of the several years included. 

For a similar reason we have inserted 53 weeks instead of 52 in 
the Statistical Table, in order to prevent succeeding tables com- 
mencing and closing too early in the year.

3. In the period of 53 weeks comprised in the present summary 
there has been an increase in the average daily number receiving 
workhouse relief of 2,776 ; and an increase of 2,735 in the average 
daily numbers receiving out-door relief. 

As regards the increase in the number of workhouse inmates it 
will be found, on minute comparison with the details of the summary 
for 1866-67, to be distributed pretty equally over the several columns 
of the table, with the exception of the able-bodied class, and the 
class in hospital, which both show a decrease. 

Thus the number of able-bodied inmates in the first week of 
January, 1867, was 10,243, comprising 3,015 males and 7,228 
females; and in the same week of January, 1868, they were 9,997, 
comprising 2,908 males and 7,089 females, showing a small decrease 
in this class of 246 persons. 

The number of healthy children in January, 1867, was 15,791, 
compared with 16,966 in 1868, showing an increase of 1,175. 

The fever patients in the first week of 1867 were 1,089, in com- 
parison with 1,129 in 1868 — an increase of 40. 

The total number of sick in hospital in the first week of 1867 
was 17,205, and in the same week of 1868 16,739, showing a 
decrease of 466. 

The weekly rate of mortality in the first week of 1867 was 5-3 
per 1,000, and in 1868 it was 4-3 per 1,000, showing an improve- 
ment also in this respect. 

The small differences arising on the other columns are not such 
as to require remark. 
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Period of Maximum and Minimum Numbers. 

4. The maximum number of workhouse inmates during the 53 
weeks in question was 62,170, and took place on the 8th Feb., 
1868; the minimum number, 44,869, occurred on the 7th Sept., 
1867, the maximum exceeding that of last year by 2,965, and the 
minimum that of last year by 2,084. 

From the open character of the present season, and the unremit- 
ting industry of the agricultural population, it seems probable that 
the succeeding weekly series will exhibit a decrease in the average 
number relieved in the workhouses. Upon the whole it should be 
regarded as satisfactory that the political disturbances of the last 
two years have been attended with so little apparent increase of 
distress, and by so little abatement, if there be any, of confidence 
in farming enterprise. The farm rents, according to all informa- 
tion on the subject, have been most promptly and cheerfully paid 
during those two years, and the poor rates certainly were never 
more easily collected. 

5. We regret to be obliged to report less favourably of the pro- 
gress of relief in the manufacturing districts of Ireland. The in- 
crease of the inmates of workhouses throughout the country on 7th 
March, 1868, as compared with the number at the same date last 
year, is only 4,490, or 7*8 per cent, upon the whole ; but this is 
distributed between the four provinces as follows: — Ulster, 22-3 per 
cent. ; Leinster, 2T per cent. ; Munster, 5'5 per cent. ; and Connaught, 
6-5 per cent. This disparity, without doubt, results from the pre- 
sent unfavourable condition of the manufacturing, as compared 
with that of the agricultural, part of the population. Since the 
unfavourable seasons of 1860, ’61, and ’62, there has been little to 
interfere with the advance of prosperity and physical comfort among 
the 'rural population, except, a rise in the price of breadstuffs, especi- 
ally that of Indian meal, and the great and protracted severity of the 
early part of 1867, which was adverted to in the last Annual Report. 

6. It was from these causes that late in the spring of last year a 
cry of distress was raised in that part of the sea-coast of the west of 
Ireland which lies within the counties of Mayo and Galway, con- 
sisting mainly of mountain and bog pasture, where occupiers of 
land, paying generally very small rents, raise and rear young stock 
to be fattened for market in the midland or eastern counties of 
Ireland. This investment is usually a profitable one, but in very 
severe seasons (like that of last year), when the mountain pastures 
remain a long time buried in snow, the animals have to be housed 
in the cabins, and fed upon the stock of potatoes or grain reserved 
for the use of man. On such occasions, besides losses in cattle, there 
is always a great struggle to avoid paying cash for food, and thus 
abridging the means for future operations. For this purpose most 
improvident bargains are made with retail dealers in Indian meal, 
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Subscriptions in aid of bocal Distress. 

and the next year’s crop mortgaged to pay for loans of meal at 
usurious interest. At this stage the local clergy are accustomed to 
make known the distress of their people to the public, and to solicit 
relief subscriptions. On former occasions of the same kind (so late 
indeed as 1862-63) public subscriptions had been established on a 
large scale by Relief Committees in Dublin arid elsewhere ; but 
last year there was no such organized effort on the part of the 
public. Nevertheless very considerable sums of money, through 
the agency chiefly of the public press, were remitted to the clergy 
in Connemara and elsewhere, for the relief of distress, all occasion 
for which was admitted to cease as soon as the new crop of pota- 
toes became available. It is remarkable that this complaint of dis- 
tress was limited to districts on the coasts of Mayo and Galway, and 
did not extend to similarly circumstanced districts of Donegal in 
the North, and Kerry in the South, and that it had scarcely any p 3 r- 
eeptible influence on pauperism or expenditure from the poor rates. 

7. It is to be apprehended that this form of distress, occurring 
locally from time to time in certain districts of Ireland, and being 
made the subject of very exaggerated descriptions in the public 
press, has had the effect of misleading many persons as to the 
actual present condition of the great bulk of the population of 
Ireland, who live by agriculture, and in causing to be overlooked 
the very rapid progress that population has made during the last 18 
years in improved comforts, as regards their food, their clothing, 
and their dwellings. 

With regard to food, so far back as the year 1859 we issued 
the circular which is referred to in the recent Report of the Com- 
mittee on Gaol Dietaries in Ireland. In that circular we recom- 
mended certain improvements in the workhouse dietaries, founded 
on the improvement which had notoriously taken place in the 
diet of the peasantry. The result of the inquiries recently made 
by the Gaol Dietaries Committee on this subject are given in full 
detail in their Report, and will be found to confirm in the most 
satisfactory manner the views which we expressed in 1859. The 
researches of Dr. Edward Smith and other scientific authorities on 
dietetics, have established the fact that the Irish farm-labourer is 
better fed, and at far less cost, than his representative in England. 

As to the clothing, it is a fact notorious and universally recog- 
nised by all persons who can look back a period of twenty-five years, 
that the clothing of the Irish peasantry is very superior now to the 
clothing of the same class before the Famine, and that rags are now 
the exception instead of being, as formerly, the rule. The small 
cost of food and the greatly advanced rate of wages,* established

by the Returns in the Gaol Dietaries Report, give assurance of a sur- 
plus available for clothing and other necessaries, exclusive of food. 

With regard to dwellings, more than 400,000 of the worst class 
of cabins are known to have disappeared from the face of the coun- 
try since 1841. It is true that the class next above the lowest is 
still the dwelling most in use. This class, though ill-lighted and 
much inferior in cleanliness and comfort to the English cottage, 
has one sanitary condition which atones for much of its apparent 
discomfort. The one room, which serves for both day-room and 
dormitory, occupies the whole length, breadth, and height of the 
building, and is ventilated all day by a draught from the open door 
to a blazing turf fire under an ample chimney. At night, even 
when the door is shut, there are crevices which, with the aid of 
the never-extinguished fire, effect a continual process of ventila- 
tion. Above all, it is not ceiled, but open to the thatched roof, 
through which the foul air which has been breathed is subtle 
enough to escape outwards. Compared with the ceiled bed-rooms 
of the indigent poor resident in towns, the thatched cabin of the 
Irish peasant is comparatively free from that most active and fruitful 
source of fever, the presence of a highly vitiated air within the 
dwelling. Accordingly, the rate of mortality by fever in unions 
containing large towns is more than twice that of unions with a rural 
population; and nowhere is it greater than in Dublin. 

8. The most remarkable accompaniment, and at the same time 
the best evidence, of the improved condition of the Irish peasantry 
has been their comparative freedom from epidemic disease during 
the last eighteen years. Looking back for a century before the 
great Famine, the prevalence of fever, induced by severe priva- 
tion, was an event of annual occurrence ; always taking place, as 
it did, at that time of the year when the last year’s crop of pota- 
toes was exhausted, and the coming crop was not mature. When- 
ever an unfavourable seasop, or series of seasons, arrived, this 
state of things was aggravated into one or more epidemics co-exten- 
sive almost with the surface of the island, sweeping away hundreds 
of thousands of victims by typhus fever, small-pox, scarlatina, 
dysentery and other forms of pestilence. 

The following periods have been those recorded as witnessing in 
Ireland famine and pestilence of the most intense and fatal character 
during the century referred to, viz., 1740, ’41, ’42 ; 1756, ’57, ’58 ; 
1770, ’71,72; 1778, ’79; 1781-1784; 1797-1803; 1816, 17, T8, 
19; 1821, ’22 ; 1826, ’27; 1831, ’32, ’33; .1836, ’37; 1846, ’47, 
’48, ’49. In two years and a half, beginning with the year 1817, 
it was estimated by the best authorities of the day that one million 
and a half of cases of fever occurred. 
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Condition of Labouring Class. 



With regard to the condition of the labouring class in Ireland 
during the latter half of the eighteenth century, the late Sir G 0 
Lewis, in his hook on Irish Disturbances, published in 1836, has 
accumulated a great mass of authority, showing beyond doubt their 
miserable condition at all times, and especially in regard to food 

He sums up the result of his researches on this point in the 
following conclusive language: 

“ Tllat tllel '° is a greater number of poor people in Ireland now 
than at any previous time is certain. It is also probable from 
the way in which the population has increased that the relative 
number of the poor, as compared with that of the rich, is larger 
now than at any former period. But there is no ground ’whatever 
for supposing that the standard of physical comfort among the mass 
of the Irish people was ever higher than it is at the present time.” 

The Report of the Devon Commission, signed 14th February 
1845, contains the following passage: — 



. “ In adverting to the condition of the different classes of occupiers 
in Ireland, we noticed with deep regret the state of the cottiers 
ancl labourers in most parts of the country from want of certain 
employment. 

“ It would be impossible to describe adequately the privations 
which they and their families habitually and patiently endure. 

“It will be seen in the evidence that in many districts their 'only 
food, is the potato, their only beverage water; that their cabins are 
seldom a protection against the weather; that a bed or blanket is 
a rare luxury ; and that nearly in all their pig and manure-heap 
constitute their only property.” 1 



It is not to be doubted, then, that through the whole of the 
peiiod in question, want of the common necessaries of life, and 
more especially of food, was the main element ill the frequent out- 
breaks of epidemic disease in Ireland. 



9. But the great famine of 1846-49 has been followed by a 
period of eighteen years without any serious epidemic, if we 
except the partial visitations of cholera in 1854-55, and 1865-66, 
both of which passed over with far less panic, and much’ less mor- 
tality, in Ireland than they did in Great Britain. 

During this time, although the potato showed itself a very 
uncertain crop, and was occasionally much injured, we have had, 
under the auspices of free trade, a regular importation of Indian’ 
meal, and usually at very low prices. This change has been 
attended by a remarkable change in the statistics of pauperism 
and disease, which no longer have their maximum, as formerly, in 
June and July, but in February and March in each year, a rule to 
which there has been no single exception for seventeen years past. 
To this increased certainty in the supply of food, as well as to the 
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long-continued stream of emigration, tlie consequent advance in 
wages, and the greater constancy of employment, resulting in a 
higher standard of physical comfort and in comparative security 
from absolute want, must be ascribed the cessation of those fatal 
epidemics above described as having occurred so often in the 
century before the great Famine. 

10. In the elaborate Chronicle of Irish Famines and Pestilences, 
annexed to the Irish Census of 1851, the vicissitudes of the seasons 
are carefully registered as among the causes of those disasters, and 
mainly as affecting the supply of food ; and the commencement of 
what .is called “ an epidemic constitution” is generally referred to 
a bad season, or succession of bad seasons. Now, in the years 
1860, ’61, and 62, we had a succession of bad seasons in Ireland, 
the first of which should have been, according to past experience, 
the commencement of a new “ epidemic constitution.” 

And in truth this, to a certain extent, did take place ; and its 
effect was manifested through a series of years following, and 
has not yet quite subsided ; but it was altogether on so miti- 
taged a scale as to afford the strongest existing evidence that 
Ireland has risen to a state of comparative immunity from the 
great disasters formerly produced by like causes. 

The following tables, prepared from the Workhouse and Dis- 
pensary Returns, show clearly the recent existence of an “ epi- 
demic constitution,” caused by bad seasons, and at the same time 
they exhibit the narrow limits to which its influence has been 
restricted by the generally improved condition of the population, 
and by the superior means of contending against contagious disease 
now afforded by the Poor Law and the Medical Charities Act.*

10,000 beds, and is amply sufficient to cope with any extent of 
epidemic contagious disease likely again to be seen in Ireland 
The average daily number of patients is about 1,300. These 
fever hospitals, with the assistance of ambulances to convey the 
sick, afford amply sufficient means for isolating cases of contagious 
disease, by conveying them at once to the workhouse, which is 
now open in case of sickness to persons not destitute, and even to 
paying patients. 



11. One of the worst of the scourges which an epidemic period 
was accustomed to inflict on the Irish peasantry was the small-pox 
from which, so recently as the year 1838, no less than -7,150 
deaths are recorded by the Irish Census Report for 1841, repre- 
senting probably not less than 40 or 50,000 cases of attack. This 
disease, which the vaccination system under the Poor Law and 
Medical Charities Acts had brought to a comparatively low ebb, 
seemed to revive considerably under the influence of the 
“ epidemic constitution ” of 1860-63. How nearly we have since 
approached to its apparent total extinction in Ireland, under the 
Compulsory Vaccination Act of 1864, will be shown in the Medical 
Charities branch of this Report.

Comparing the above with the same statistics lii last Annual 
Report, it will he seen that the total number of deaths in the work- 
houses is 12,259 in comparison with 12,582 in the corresponding 
52 weeks of last year, giving a decrease of 323, notwithstanding 
tliat the average daily numbers in the workhouse during the year 
ended February, 1868, were upwards of 2,000 in excess of the 
preceding year. This decrease is more than accounted for by a 
comparison of the four weeks ended 8th February, 1868, when 
the deaths were only 1,084, with the deaths for the four weeks 
ended 9th February, 1867, when they were 1,696, caused, no 
doubt, by the extreme severity of the winter of 1867. (See para- 
graph 9 in last Annual Report.) 

The deaths by fever in the workhouse fever hospitals have been 
only 887, as compared with 981 last year; by scarlatina 86, in 
comparison with 70 last year ; only 5 deaths were caused by small- 
pox, in comparison with 9 in last year ; there were 55 deaths from 
cholera, against 24.9 last year; and, excluding 24 cases which 
occurred prior to 23rd March, 1867, when the cholera epidemic 
ceased, the remainder were, doubtless, only cases of ordinary 
English cholera, such as occur every year, particularly in the 
summer months. 

13. The number of persons assisted by Boards of Guardians to 
emigrate during the* last year shows a very small increase upon the 
number so assisted in the course of the previous, year, as will appear 
from the following table, exhibiting the numbers and expenditure 
for eighteen years past : —

14. We now proceed to the statistics arising out of the audited 
accounts of Unions for the year ended 29 th September, 1867. The 
latest of these, namely, the accounts of Clifden Union, were not 
received until the 23rd March. 

We deal, in the first place, with that part of the Union expendi- 
ture which relates exclusively to the relief of the poor, of which the 
following table affords an abstract for all Ireland, for the year ended 
29th September, 1867, in comparison with that ended on the same 
date, 1866: —

Here a large increase is shown of relief expenditure, as well as 
of numbers relieved both in-door and out-door. Of the total 
increase of relief expenditure, viz.: £64,945, no less than £46,906 
is due to the item of “ Maintenance and Clothing.” Of this amount 
about £14,000 is due to increase of number relieved in the Work- 
house; and the remainder, £32,906, to increased cost of articles of 
maintenance. The rise in the weekly cost of maintenance (referred 
to in paragraphs 8 and 15 of last annual report) has since made 
further progress, and has stood since 1867 at 2,9. 6§d. per head per 
week, having advanced to that point from 2,9. per head in October 
1865. 

To meet this increase of expenditure there is an increase of 
only £12,887 in the amount of poor-rates collected and lodged, 
levied, however, upon a total net annual value of rateable property 
of £13,045,725; which is an increase upon last year’s total of 
£56,699. 

15. The grant in aid of medical and educational expenses, amount- 
ing last year to £65,000, will afford, therefore, a very seasonable 
financial relief to the unions whose balances are affected by an excess 
of expenditure over collection. The grant in resjiect of the half- 
year ended 29th September, 1867, has already been remitted to the 
Unions, and the remaining half-year’s remittance will be sent as soon 
as the requisite verified accounts of expenditure on the two heads 
in question have been received. In the Appendix will be found a 
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Summaries of I //-door Relief 21 

letter explanatory of the course which we were disposed to recom- 
mend for the distribution of this grant,* to which allusion is made 
in paragraph 18 of last Annual Report. 

16. The following is a tabularized account of admissions to the

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Management of Workhouses. 

18. The increase of £64,945 in the relief expenditure does not 
represent quite the whole increase of poor-rate taxation in the last, 
as compared with the previous year, as will appear from the fore- 
going table, representing the collection and expenditure for sixteen 
years past. 

The total excess of expenditure of every kind in the year ended ^ 
29th September, 1867, as compared with the previous year, is 
£69,782. The causes of the excess of £64,945, incurred under the 
head of Relief have already been explained in paragraph 14. 

The remaining excess of £4,837 is mainly caused by the new 
head “ Expenses under Sanitary Acts,” amounting to £15,108; and 
an increase of £980 under ' Burial Grounds Acts. Against these 
there is the disappearance of the “ Cattle Blague Expenses, with 
the exception only of £266, in comparison with £lo,207 last year. 

The whole result is an increase of the poundage of total expen- 
diture for poor-rates to Is. 3i cl. in the £1, instead of Is. 2d., the 
poundage of the previous year. 

19. The management of the workhouses in Ireland is, upon the 
whole, satisfactory ; though, in some instances, there is reason to 
complain of a want of sufficient interest on the part of the Guardians 
regarding the state of the internal arrangements, as evidenced by 
irregularity in the action of the visiting committees. Wherever these 
bodfes neglect their functions, there is but little encouragement to 
the paid officers to be exact and steady in the performance of their 
various duties. 

Besides the visits paid on occasions of special duty, and other 
occasional visits, every workhouse in Ireland is visited by the 
Inspector of the district twice in each year, and each such half- 
yearly visit is made the subject of a report to the Commissioners 
on the general financial condition of the union, the condition of 
the workhouse in its various departments, more especially the 
schools, and the state of repair of the buildings. 

The substance of these reports, whether favourable or unfavour- 
able, is communicated to the Board of Guardians, and their attention 
drawn to any defects admitting of, or requiring remedy. There 
is reason to think that, on the one hand, these communications are 
acceptable to the Guardians, especially when the reports are 
favourable: while, on the other hand, suggestions of improvement 
are usually attended to and carried out. Continued neglect or 
indifference sometimes results in correspondence, which although 
it may excite angry and adverse feelings in the first instance, is 
generally followed by wholesome action, sooner 01 later. 
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Visitors Book in Workhouses . 



20. We have always, with the view of keeping up a feeling of 
interest in the Guardians and their officers as to the state of their 
respective workhouses, encouraged the visitation of these estak- 
lishments by strangers, and in the majority of unions a Visitors’ 
Book is kept, where the visitor can record his impressions in such 
language as he may think fit to adopt. 

This book is not an official one, but the entries in it are usually 
laid before the Guardians, and sometimes copied into their minutes ; 
and, whether favourable or unfavourable, they are useful, so far as 
they go, in stimulating the attention of the Board to the internal 
management of the workhouse. We have recently obtained from 
each union a copy of the entries made in the Visitors’ Book 
during the years 1865, 1866, and 1867, specimens of which are 
given in the Appendix ; selection being made of those unions in 
which the workhouses have received the most numerous and most 
favourable comments from visitors * 

21. The following four tables present some details for the four 
years last past, which may be regarded with interest, as showing 
the progressive operation of recent amendments of the law.

Comparing the numbers in the two last years in the table there 
has been in Ulster, a further decrease of 5,050 cases; in Munster, 
a decrease of 305 cases; in Leinster, an increase of 10,357 cases; 
in Connaught, a decrease of 1,397 cases; making a total increase 
in Ireland of 3,605 cases. 

Last year we reported a decrease to the large extent of 76,872 
cases ; and the present very small increase in comparison with that 
very favourable year, must not be regarded as unsatisfactory. 

The usual statement in detail for each Dispensary District wall 
be found in the Appendix.* 

23. The expenditure in Dispensary relief for each of the last 
eleven years, ended September 29th, is exhibited in the next table 
for each province in Ireland.

expenditure on the Poor Law valuation of Ireland (now£13,045,725) 
was 21 Id.

25. Since the alterations made in Dispensary Districts adverted 
to in our Report of the preceding year, the following alterations were 
effected: — In Newport Union the arrangement shown in Appendix 
B. No. 1 of Report in the year 1854, was altered by uniting the 
Ballycroy with the Achill District, to which a second Medical 
Officer was assigned, thus reducing the number of districts in the 
Union to two. In Glenties Union the Crownarad Electoral 
Division was transferred from the Carrick to the Killybegs District. 
In Omagh Union the area of the Sixmilebridge Dispensary District, 
the most extensive one in the Union, was reduced by the transfer 
of four Electoral Divisions from it to the Omagh District, to which, 
in consequence of its enlargement, a second Medical Officer was 
assigned. In Castleblayney Union, the districts being considered too 
extensive, their limits were reduced with a view to an arrangement 
more convenient for the sick poor, and a fifth district was formed. 

Three additional Medical Officers were appointed — one in Omagh 
Union, as before stated ; one in Tarbert District of Glin Union ; and 
one in Kilkeel District of Kilkeel Union, this appointment having 
been made in lieu of an apothecary formerly serving in the district. 

New appointments of midwives were authorized in fifteen Dis- 
pensary Districts — in one of them, the Belfast District, the appoint- 
ment 'was made in addition to two already serving in this district. 
There are now 84 Dispensary Districts in which the sick poor 
requiring such aid, have the assistance of skilled midwives. 

The effect of the changes on the previous arrangement is shown 
in Appendix D. No. 1. 

26. The subjoined table exhibits the progress of vaccination of 
the poor in Ireland by the Dispensary Medical Officers for the 
fifteen years ended September, 1867.

Notwithstanding the decrease of 11,383 cases of vaccination of 
all classes, as compared with the number last year, the vaccination 
of infants coming within the operation of the Compulsory Act, 
again shows an increase, as will be seen from the following table, 
in which the two classes are distinguished. 
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Diminution of Smallpox. 

We are still not able to state that we are satisfied with the 
number of children vaccinated in the dispensary practice, which 
we believe to be annually many thousand less than they ought to 
be, having regard to the number of children whose births are 
registered, and making every allowance for deaths before six 
months of age, the cases of unfitness for the operation, and the 
cases vaccinated in private practice. We pass, however, with 
much pleasure to a new phase of the small-pox question, which 
has lately supervened. 

27. In the Appendix will be found a correspondence, by circular, 
addressed to the Guardians of Unions, on the subject of the recent 
rapid diminution of small-pox in Ireland.* The main facts brought 
out by it are that the deaths by small-pox, which in the year 1864 
were 354, were in 1867 only 20, and that on the 24th February, 
1868 there were but five unions out of 163 in which the disease was 
known to exist ; in two cases by recent importation from England, 
and in the other three cases through the mischievous agency of 
one itinerant inoculator. This near approach to the total ex- 
tinction of small-pox in Ireland has given great and universal 
satisfaction to the Boards of Guardians and their officers, and has 
been taken advantage of by us to stimulate them to sustained and 
vigorous action in order to prevent the revival of the disease, 
which, if imported into any part of the community not thoroughly 
vaccinated, might again spread and show itself in an epidemic 
form. 

28. Anterior to the Irish Poor Law there was no generally 
organized system for the conduct of vaccination in Ireland. The 
Vaccine Institution of Dublin, first established in the year 1804, 
has done great service in collecting and distributing vaccine lymph, 
but the operations of its vaccinators have been limited to the city 
and suburbs of Dublin. 

The Vaccination Extension Act, which followed in two' years 
after the Poor Law Act of 1838, enabled and required the Board 
of Guardians in every union to contract with medical practioners 
for gratuitous vaccination of the public. The whole cost of these 
contracts up to 1851 averaged about £2,300 per annum. 

By the Medical Charities Act of 1851 this contract system was 
put an end to, and the Dispensary Medical Officer was required as 
part of his official duty to vaccinate gratis all persons who might 
come to, or be brought to him for the purpose. 

This continued until 1858, when Lord Naas, then Chief 
* Appendix C., Nos. 4 and 5, pp. 150 and 151. 
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Secretary, passed an Act through Parliament, establishing a 
special payment to the Dispensary Officers for this service, at the 
rate of Is. per case of successful vaccination, and requiring 
vaccination stations to he established at convenient points in each 
union. 

This machinery was retained in the Compulsory Vaccination 
Act, which was passed through Parliament by Sir Robert Peel in 
1863, and came into operation on the 1st January, 1864. 

29. According to the Irish Census Reports of 1851 and 1861, the 
mortality by small-pox in Ireland during the nineteen complete years 
embraced by these Reports was as shown in the succeeding table. 
We have already stated that according to the same authority, the 
deaths by small-pox in 1838 were 7,150; and the average annual 
mortality during the whole of the ten years included in that 
decade appears to have been about 6,000.

During tlie famine period it will be seen tbat the epidemic 
influence° exhibited itself in a great increase of small-pox, and that 
after that period small-pox declined. In 1856 some alarm was 
caused by a further increase of cases, which led to the change of 
the law introduced in 1858. 

Similarly, after the bad seasons of 1860-63, the increased preva- 
lence of small-pox, and the inadequacy of the vaccination system to 
contend with it, led us to urge upon the Government the introduc- 
tion of the Compulsory Act, in relation to children, which is now in 
force. 



30. This Act took effect on the 1st January, 1864, and although 
applying, in its compulsory provisions, only to children horn after 
that date, was practically accepted as imposing an obligation in 
regard to phildren born previously, and in the first year a large 
number of persons, viz., 166,456, not really within the scope of the 
Act, were vaccinated under it; and in succeeding years this opera- 
tion continued ; and this class of subjects, although necessarily 
diminishing each year, is still a considerable one. 

The result of four years’ operation of the Act is best exhibited 
by repeating the statistics contained in the circulars alluded to, 
which have already been laid before Parliament.

31. When the Irish Compulsory Vaccination Act was passing 
through Parliament, the remark was made that similar provisions 
had been in force in England for ten years, under Lord Lyttleton’s 
Act of 1853, and had not been successful. It appears, therefore, 
right at this time to point out how much the success obtained in 
Ireland has been due to the machinery adopted for carrying out the 
compulsory provisions of the Act. 

The Dispensary Medical Officers, to whom the duty of public 
vaccination continued to be confided exclusively, became at the 
same time Registrars' of Births, under the Births and Deaths Regis- 
tration Act — this Act and the Compulsory Vaccination Act begin- 
ning to take effect on the same day. 

As Registrar of Births, the Dispensary Medical Officer was 
lequiied by the Act to serve on the parents, when registering the 
birth of a child, a notice requiring them to bring it to him within 
six months to be vaccinated, and a notice stating the times and 
places appointed for the purpose. At the expiration of that time, 
if default had been made by the parents, the Public Vaccinator had 
ready means at hand for verifying the fact. 

The Dispensary Medical Officer is also called upon from time to 
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the provisions of the Compulsory Vaccination Act . <3o 

time, to send a list of all defaulting parents to the Board of 
Guardians, so as to enable the latter to proceed in their prosecution. 

The last link in this chain of action is the weekly supervision of 
the proceedings of the Board of Guardians and their officers exer- 
cised by the Central Board in Dublin. Under this practice we 
omitted no opportunity of impressing upon the Guardians their duty 
to enforce a law made for the protection of helpless children, whom 
their parents neglected to secure against a fatal and desolating 
disease. 

There has been, and still is, in many quarters, an unwillingness 
on the part of the Guardians to prosecute defaulting parents, and 
likewise on the part of the local magistracy to convict, or, having 
convicted, to inflict a more than nominal penalty. By degrees, we 
trust, this misplaced lenity will give way. 

32. There is one feature in the compulsory provisions of this Act, 
which we consider to have assisted greatly in promoting its enforce- 
ment. Six months being allowed from the time of birth, before 
default is made and a penalty incurred, there is no excuse arising 
out of the season of the year at which the child is born, for not 
bringing it to be vaccinated — the two temperate, and, therefore, 
eligible periods of April and May in spring, and September and 
October in autumn, being one of them available at whatever time 
of the year the child is born. There is no class of cases, therefore, 
in which the justices would feel it hard to convict in cases of 
default excused by the season or the state of the weather. It is 
needless to observe that the enforcement of any penal law would be 
greatly imperilled under which a large class of cases might arise in 
which the offence should appear to be excusable, and even reason- 
able, under certain circumstaces. 

In conclusion, we believe that the prosecutions of inoculators for 
small-pox, and the exemplary sentences which they have received 
during the last four years, have been of the utmost service in pro- 
ducing the apparently satisfactory state of things at which we have 
in so short a time arrived.

33. We received, on the 9th November last, from the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty's Treasury the permission to appoint a 
fifth auditor, which we stated in the forty-first paragraph of our last 
Report it was our intention to apply for, and . which in pursuance 
of that statement we applied for on the 10th July last.

Having received the permission so applied for, we appointed Mr. 
Pelly, a clerk of twenty years standing in this department, to the 
vacant office, and Mr. Pelly shortly afterwards obtained, on our 
recommendation, the certificate of the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners.

I CIRCULARS. 

No 1 . — Claim of Reputed Fathek to the Custody of Child. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 

Sir, 21st May, 18G7. 

The attention of the Commissioners for administering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland has been drawn to a case in which a Board 
of Guardians discharged the mother of an illegitimate child from the 
workhouse, on the ground that she refused to give up possession of the 
child to the putative father, who had, under a decree of court, paid, for 
its support in the workhouse, but who had expressed a desire to relieve 
himself of the liability to further payments, by taking the child out of 
the workhouse. 

As it is possible that the mistaken view of the law under which the 
Guardians acted in this case may not be confined to the Board of 
Guardians referred to, the Commissioners think it right to point out for 
the information of Boards of Guardians generally, that the putative father 
of an illegitimate child has no legal claim whatever to the custody of the 
child, and that the discharge of the mother from the workhouse, merely 
on the ground of her refusing to part with the child, is wholly unjustifiable : 
and further, that a very serious responsibility would rest upon the 
Guardians ordering the discharge, in the event of any casualty happening 
to either the mother or the child- in consequence of such discharge. 

The Commissioners had occasion to bring this question under the 
consideration of the Law Officers of the Crown in the . years 1863 and 
1864, and on both occasions they advised that the putative father has no 
legal right to get possession of his illegitimate child out of the workhouse, 
and that his offer to take the child and mantain it would not constitute 
any answer to a suit by the Guardians for the cost of maintenance of the 
child under the 10th sec. of the 25 & 26 Vic., c. 83. 

The Commissioners will only add, that it appears to them to be 
repugnant to common humanity to separate a child from its mother for 
the purpose of placing it in charge of a person who had been reluctantly 
compelled to burthen himself with the cost of its support by process of 
law, and that if such a right could be supposed to exist on the part of the 
putative father, they would feel it to be an imperative duty to recommend 
an alteration of the law, so as to secure to the child its mother’s 
protection.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland have had their attention drawn to the circumstance 
that by a return recently made, in pursuance of an address of the House 
of Lords, for returns of the number of notices served on Relieving Officers 
under the Evicted Poor Protection Act (11 & 12 Tic., c. 47), it appears 
that the particulars furnished by the Clerks of some of the unions in 
Ireland, for the purpose of that return, were incomplete, and that, in 
some instances, no particulars could be given. 

The Commissioners understand that it is the desire of Her Majesty’s 
Government, that a record should be kept of all notices served on 
Relieving Officers, under the 2nd sec. of the Act referred to, and the 
Commissioners request therefore, that if arrangements for keeping such a 
record have not already been made, the Relieving Officers may be 
instructed to make a return to the Board, from time to time, of every 
such notice received by him, and that the Clerk be directed to preserve a 
record of such returns.

No. 3 . — Proceedings under the Adulteration of Food Act. 



Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
SiR, 7th June, 1867. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland having been informed that in a case in which a Board of 
Guardians had instituted proceedings at Petty Sessions, under the Act 
23 & 24 Vic., c. 84, against a milk contractor, for supplying milk to the 
workhouse which had been adulterated with water, the* magistrates had 
expressed a doubt whether the case came within the provisions of the 
Act, and the Commissioners being aware that in many other instances 
the provisions of the Act had been enforced in such cases, they thought 
it their duty to bring the subject under the notice of His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, with a view to some decisive opinion being obtained on 
the point. 

The Commissioners have now received a communication from the 
Chief Secretary’s Office, from which it appears that the case having 
been submitted to the Attorney-General and Solicitor-General, a joint 
opinion has been given by them, that persons who sell milk to 
Boards of Guardians under a contract are clearly sellers, and the 
Guardians buyers, under the Statute and that any such contractors 
selling adulterated milk are within that Statute, and liable to the 
penalties thereby provided.

No. 4. — Rateability of Furnished Houses which are 
Untenanted. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin,

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland desire to inform the Board of Guardians, that a judgment 
has recently been given in the Court of Exchequer Chamber, on the ques- 
tion of the liability of a house which is furnished for letting, but which is 
not actually occupied, to be rated to the Poor Rate. 

The question has very frequently arisen at Boards of Guardians, who 
have from time to time applied to the Commissioners on the subject, and 
the Commissioners have in all such cases advised, on the authority of 
eminent counsel, that the premises were rateable. 

The point was recently argued in the Court of Queen’s Bench, in a case 
which arose in the City of Dublin, under the 62nd section of the Dublin 
Collection of Rates Act (12 & 13 Vic., c. 91), which corresponds in its 
terms with the 12th section of the 25 & 26 Vic., c. 83, and the decision 
of the Court was adverse to the rating ; but this decision having been 
brought, by appeal, into the Court of Exchequer Chamber, the Court ruled 
that the owner of a furnished house is liable to be rated in respect of the 
house, even though it remained unlet and unoccupied by a tenant. 

The case in which this decision was given is Staunton v. Powell, and is 
reponed in the Irish reports, Common Law Series, Part IV., published in 
the month of June last.

With reference to that part of the Commissioners’ Circular Letter of 
the 9th August last, on the subject of the Parliamentary Grant to Poor Law 
Unions in Ireland in aid of their expenses for Medical and Educational 
purposes, which relates to the proportions in which the grant is to be 
credited to the different electoral divisions of the union, the Commis- 
sioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in Ireland desire 
to state that as the grant is intended for the entire year, although made 
payable, in accordance with instructions received from the Treasury, in 
two half-yearly instalments, the amount should not be apportioned to the 
credit of the electoral divisions until both instalments shall have been 
received.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor 
in Ireland transmit to you herewith, for the information ot the Board of 
Guardians, a copy of the Act (30 & 31 Vic., c. 146) for regulating the 
hours of labour for children, young persons, and women employed in work- 
shops. 

It will be seen by the 13th section of the Act, and the second Schedule, 
that the Guardians of the Poor of the Union are declared to be the Local 
Authority for the purposes of the Act in all places not included in the 
following descriptions: — The city of Dublin; Towns Corporate; Towns 
having Town Commissioners under the Towns Inprovement Act, or any 
local Act, or the Lighting and Watching Act ; Towns having Municipal 
Commissioners ; Townships having Commissioners under local Acts. 

The 9th section of the Act specially authorizes the interference of the 
Local Authority in cases where there is reason to believe that the pro- 
visions of the Act, or of the Sanitary Act, 1866, are contravened in any 
“ workshop and it will be seen by the general definitions in section 4, 
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that the term “workshop” includes any place whatever in which any 
handicraft is carried on by any child, young- person, or woman, to which 
the person by whom such child, young person, or woman is employed has 
the right of access or control.

Referring to their Circular Letter of the 18th November, 1864, on 
the subject of the committal of lunatic inmates of workhouses, who had

of the Act 30 & 31 Vic.,c. 118, and that such repeal took effect on the 1st 
January, 1868. 

The Justices, however,, are empowered by the 10th section of the 
Act to send, to the lunatic asylum of the district any person brought 
before them, if it shall be proved to their satisfaction that such person was 
discovered and apprehended under circumstances denoting a derangement 
of mind and a purpose of committing some crime, which, if committed 
would render the person liable to indictment, and if the Dispensary 
Medical Officer shall certify that such person is a dangerous lunatic or 
dangerous idiot. 

It is tfefe duty of the Dispensary Medical Officer of the district, or if he 
is not available, then the Medical Officer of any neighbouring dispensary 
district, to examine such persons, without fee or reward, when called to 
the assistance of the Justices, in accordance with the 10th section of the 
Act.

No. 11 . — Accommodation for Lunatics. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
SlR > 5th March, 1868. 

Adverting to the Commissioners’ Circular Letter of the 7th January 
last, apprizing the Board of Guardians of the recent change in the law by 
which the power of committing dangerous lunatics to gaol was repealed, 
and the magistrates were empowered to send such persons to the lunatic 
asylum. of the district,, the Commissioners for administering the Law for 
the Relief of the Poor in Ireland desire to state that, from correspondence 
which they have had with several Boards of Guardians, and with the 
Under Secretary of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, it appears that 
temporary difficulty is experienced in some districts in providing accom- 
modation in the asylum for all the cases requiring admission; and it has 
been intimated to the Commissioners that His Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant is of opinion, that it is desirable that the Boards of Guardians of 
the several unions in the districts where pressure exists should endeavour 
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to relieve tlie lunatic asylums from tlie temporary pressure which may be 
thrown upon them, as above described, and that they should Be prepared 
to admit into the workhouse in the usual way a certain number of harmless 
persons among the insane poor now inmates of lunatic asylums, taking 
care at the same time, to subject them to very careful medical treatment. 

[a making this communication to the Hoard of Guardians, the Com- 
missioners desire to repeat what they have already stated to some 
Boards of Guardians, where it was proposed to relieve the asylum by 
removing the harmless incurable inmates to the workhouses of the several 
unions to which they belong, which was as follows 

« If the Governors of the asylum should determine to remove 
harmless and incurable lunatics, and have the power to remove 
them to the place in any union to which they belong, such persons 
becoming destitute would have a claim to be admitted as such into 
the workhouse ; and under these circumstances it would, no doubt, 
be desirable that sucb persons should be removed directly from 
the asylum to the workhouse, instead of being sent, in the first 
instance, to their respective places of birth or previous abode.”

II. CORRESPONDENCE. 

I Better from the Commissioners to the Under. Secretary^ 

of the Lord Lieutenant on the subject of the Distribution of 
the Parliamentary Grant for Medical and Educational pue- 



Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
g IR 5th December, 1867. 

Adverting to tlie sum of £66,422 in the estimate for this department 
f„r the year ending 31st March, 1 869, being the amount estimated for the 
-rant for certain medical and educational purposes in this country, the 
Commissioners for administering the Laws for Belief of the Poor in 
Ireland have tlie honour to submit to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
a report upon that subject, and to request that it may be brought under 
the consideration of tlie Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty s Treasury. 

In your letter of the 8th July last, it is stated that tlieir lordships, 
before inserting a sum in the estimates of another year, would be prepared 
farther to consider the question discussed between the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, Mr. Gathorno Hardy, Mr. Power, and the Financial Secretary 
of the Treasury, as to whether the English system of distribution should 
be modified in the case of Ireland. . . , - 

The proposition discussed at the interview in question was that of 
distributing the grant voted by Parliament for the service of the Poor 
Law Unions in Ireland in such a way as to allow that portion of the 
expenditure within the scope of the grant which was not covered by it, 
to result in a uniform average union poundage throughout all the unions 
in the country. To explain more fully— the sum total ot ii to, 
representing the total expenditure within the scope of the grant produces 
an average poundage on the rateable property m Ireland of about 2.d. 
in the pound, and the sum of £66,422, the amount estimated for the 
grant, produces an average poundage of 1 id. very nearly , leaving a 
■ residue of £60,353 to be provided for from the local rates, a sum 
equivalent to a poundage of a small fraction more than 1(7 in. the pound. 

Supposing the proposition to be adopted, each union instead of receiving 
a fixed proportion of its own medical and educational expenditure, would 
receive such a sum as would reduce its expenditure on those purposes, to a 
sum equivalent to an average union poundage slightly above let. in thepound. 
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The columns in the accompanying tabular statement exhibit the precise 
effect of this change, if adopted, in regard to each union in Ireland. The 
general result would be that the impoverished and heavily-rated unions 
would receive more of the grant, and the rich and lightly-rated unions less- 
while a considerable number of unions, intermediate to the two extreme 
classes, would not be affected very much by the change one way or the other 

The advantage of the change would be to afford more assistance from 
the grant to unions which stand greatly in need of it; and to avoid the 
anomaly of giving disproportionately large sums to unions which do not 
stand in need of assistance so much, if at all. 

It has been imagined that this proposal involves something like the 
principle of a rate-in-aid. But having regard to Ireland alone and Irish 
local rates, this is not (like a rate-in-aid) the case of one union contribution' 
to the assistance of another, inasmuch as every union in Ireland would 
still obtain some portion of the grant, and no union would be a contributory 
to the fund from its local rates. J 

The grant itself may indeed be regarded in the light of a rate-in-aid- 
that is to say, a levy from the empire at large, in aid of the local rates of 
the unions in Ireland ; and in that character it would appear to be rational 
to . apply it, with some regard to the degree of necessity for assistance 
existing in each union. 

It would be more accurate, however, to say that that part of the medical 
and educational expenditure within the scope of the grant which is left 
unprovided for by its amount— viz., £60,353 (the difference between the 
total estimated grant, and the total expenditure in question), is proposed 
to be levied by a national rating of a fraction over one penny in the 
pound, nor could that be denied to be virtually the case. 

The objections to a national rating for poor law purposes, apply with 
most force to that part of the expenditure which is connected with gene- 
ral pauperism, in regard to which a national rate is usually considered 
to. be incompatible with a safe system of local management ; the local 
stimulus to keep down pauperism and expenditure being looked upon as 
a necessary element in the safe administration of relief. A national 
rating, however, for medical and educational purposes only, appears not 
to be open to. so much objection, inasmuch as both the objects in view— 
viz., the maintenance oi the health of the poor, and the education of 
pauper children, are regarded as national objects, as the very existence of 
the grant itself sufficiently testifies. Moreover a national fund for such 
purposes, is not thought to be liable to the same abuses of local adminis- 
tration as a similar provision for general pauperism would undoubtedly be. 
Already, in England, the principle of providing for the medical treatment 
of certain classes of the sick poor by funds levied from a more extended 
area of taxation than the union, has been recognised in the London metro- 
politan district, by an Act of the last session of Parliament. In Ireland 
also, a national object, the prevention or suppression of the cattle plague, 
has been provided for by a general assessment upon the whole country. 

If it were admitted that in the course of time an annual grant, appropri- 
ated as proposed, would entail local abuses through the absence of a suffi- 
cient stimulus to keep down expenditure, this objection might be wholly 
removed by accepting the present estimate and its appropriation according 
to the proposed rule as a final arrangement, and as the future measure of 
each successive annual grant, both as a whole and for each union. 

So far as the Commissioners can judge from past experience, the present 
rate of poor law expenditure in Ireland exceeds the normal rate, 
and the unions therefore would probably not be prejudiced by adopting 
the present as a final arrangement; while on the other hand the imperial 
interests would escape all risk of an increased demand, through abuses 
likely to be caused by the source from which the annual assistance is 
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provided : tlie grant to each union, as well as to the whole, being a fixer! 
sap, and'any excess of expenditure' caused by abuse in administration 
fallinw on the local rates, and not on the national fnnd. :| 

It must at the same time be observed, that this course would not be 
so favourable to the introduction of certain improvements in the medical 
arrangements of the western unions, which, in the opinion of the Com- 
missioners, are urgently demanded in those districts. 

It has been erroneously supposed that the adoption of this plan of ap- 
pro printing the grant might place in the hands of the Commissioners some 
discretionary power as to the distribution of the fund ; but on reflection, 
it will be seen that the establishment of a fixed rule (like that proposed) 
by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, would have a 
contrary effect, and would leave to the Commissioners no function beyond 
that of eliminating from ascertained expenditure and valuation the 
share of the whole grant which would belong to each union ; and this 
would be equally so whether the first appropriation be made final as above 
suggested or a new estimate and a new appropriation be repeated for 
every successive year. The fact that the first year’s grant has been ap- 
propriated on tlic principle of giving to each union half its own medical 
expenses, and the whole of its own workhouse teachers’ salaries, does not 
in the opinion of the Commissioners constitute any serious impediment to 
the distribution of the grant hereafter on the principle now proposed ; 
although no doubt there is a class of unions which would receive here- 
after a"less amount from the annual grant than they received in the first 
year’s distribution, which might therefore have some ground to complain 
of being deprived of a portion of that share of the grant which it had 
enioyed for one year. . 1 . 

In nearly half, however, of this class of unions, it may be remarked 
that the expenditure on all the purposes for which poor rate is levied, is 
equivalent to an average union poundage ranging only from o^d. to Ivd. 
in the pound. No less than 35 of the 163 unions are so circumstanced. 
Nevertheless the operation now proposed will result in the allotment of a 
considerable sum from the grant in every case. 

To take tlie extreme cases,— Lisburn, with a total poundage expenditure 
of 5|d. annually, would receive an annual grant of .£183 7s. 7a., instead 
of £494 10s., a loss of less than one halfpenny in the pound. Down- 
patrick (poundage of expenditure 6 Jd.) would receive £214 19s. StL, instead 
of £525 10s., a loss of less than one halfpenny m the pound. Armagh 
(poundage expenditure 6 id.) would receive £245 17s. 4d., instead of £619, 
a loss of less than one halfpenny in the pound. _ Dunshaughlm (poundage 
expenditure 7^cl.) would receive £65 13s. 7 d., instead of £-<87 os., a loss 

of a halfpenny in the pound. . . . . 

The extreme cases on the other hand are the following— viz., Plenties 
which with an average poundage poor rate expenditure of _s. 0 *»., would 
receive £516 14s. lOd, instead of £308, a gain of 2^. in the pound. 
Belmullet (poundage expenditure of 2s. 5f c?.) would receive £-.94 2s. ^d., 
instead of £178, a gain of 2 £& in the pound. Newport (poundage expendi- 
ture of 2s. 3d.) would receive £332 5s. 2d., instead of £i0o, a gain of 
2U in the pound. Clifden (poundage expenditure of 2s. 4 id.) would 
receive £472 13s. 8 d., instead of £282, again of 2ft?. m the pound. 
Oughterard (with a poundage expenditure of 2s. 2d.) would receive £3J8 
5s. id., instead of £239, a gain of 2\d. in the P° u ° d - Caherciveen 
(poundage expenditure of 2s. 5d.) would receive £521 5s. Qd., instead of 
£321, again of 2\d. in the pound. Kenmare (poundage expenditure of 2s. 5%d.) 
would receive £393 4s. 5d., instead of £250, a gam of 1 ff m the pound. 

The degree of necessity for assistance, however, in this class ot unions 
must he measured not by the average union poundage, hut more practically 
by the poundage on the highest rated electoral divisions. 
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For example, in the seven unions last enumerated, the current rates on 
the highest rated electoral divisions are 3 s. Gd., 3s., 4s. id., 3s. Gd. 10s. 
2d., is. 10 d., 4s. Gd., respectively; and to their poundages must be added 
the county cess, which constitutes a much heavier branch of taxation 
than the poor rates. 

The course adopted with the first year’s grant, naturally arose from the 
desire of the Government that no delay should occur in making the grant 
which had long been promised, available in some shape at once; and this 
object almost precluded the possibility of any serious and effectual con- 
sideration of the principle on which the distribution should ultimately be 
conducted ; and the first year’s distribution was accordingly allowed to 
proceed on the English plan. 

The time having arrived for sending forward the estimate for the grant 
for the service of the year which will end on the 31st March, 1869^ the 
Commissioners now avail themselves of the opportunity to submit the 
subject to the further consideration of the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, in pursuance of the suggestion contained in your 
letter of the 8th July last. 

The precise effect of the proposed change upon each union in Ireland, 
will be seen in columns 5 and 6 in the accompanying tabular state- 
ment, the present average poor law taxation of each union being shown 
in column 2. 

The material, benefit which will be seen to accrue to the highly rated 
unions from the change proposed, and the greatly increased facilities which 
will be thereby afforded for improving the existing medical and educational 
arrangements in those unions, are the objects which the Commissioners 
have in view in now recommending the proposed plan of appropriating the 
next grant to be substituted for that which was adopted in regard to 
the graut for the service of the current year.

No. 1 — Annual Appointment of Dispensary Committees and 

W ARDENS.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland desire to call your attention to their circular of the 21st of 
March, 1862, relating to the annual appointment of Dispensary Com- 
mittees and Wardens, and to the extracts from previous circulars, appended 
thereto; and they request that you will take the necessary steps, as 
pointed out in the circular referred to, to place before the Board of Guar- 
dians, after the annual election, a correct list of the members of the Board 
entitled to be members of the respective Dispensary Committees in the 
Union. 

This ought to be done by distinct resolution and recorded on the 

MINUTES. 

As soon as the Committee shall have been completed for any Dispensary 
District, the Guardians should fix a day for the first meeting of such Com- 
mittee, for the special purpose of appointing their honorary officers for the 
current year, in accordance with Articles 5 and 6 of the Dispensary 
Regulations, and you should give notice thereof to each member of the 
Dispensary Committee, in accordance with Articles 10 and 12 of the Dis- 
pensary Regulations.

No. 4. — Diminution of Smallpox. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin 
6th February, 1868. 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland desire to inform the Board of Guardians, that the 
rapid diminution of smallpox in Ireland during recent years has the 
Commissioners have reason to believe, been accelerated in a most 
remarkable degree during the year ended on the 31st December last. 

The returns of deaths by smallpox in the Workhouse Fever Hospitals 
in that year, compared with those of the year 1864, show only 4 deaths 
in comparison with 149, or l-37th part of the number in 1864. 

The returns of smallpox cases treated by the Medical Officers of 
Dispensaries, so far as they have yet been received, are equally satis- 
factory, 24 cases only having been returned, as treated in the half-year 
ended 30th September, 1867, in comparison with 850 cases in the 
corresponding half-year of 1864. 

It has, therefore, appeared to be very desirable to ascertain, with as 
much accuracy as possible, all the localities in Ireland in which small- 
pox is now to be found, in order that in such cases vigorous measures 
may be taken to complete the suppression of the disease, and prevent its 
revival as an epidemic. 

The Guardians are therefore requested to obtain, through the members 
of the Board and the Union Officers, especially the Dispensary Officers 
exact information as to the existence of the disease in any part of the 
Union at the present time, either in dispensary or private practice, and 
to instruct the Clerk to report to the Commissioners the result of the 
inquiries which may have been made as soon as practicable and not 
later than the 24th of this month. 

The stringency of the law now in force to compel parents to have their 
children vaccinated, and to procure the prosecution of persons inoculating 
with the smallpox, and thus originating and spreading the disease, 
has no doubt had a material effect, in producing this great change ; and 
the Guardians will no doubt feel, in an increased degree, the importance 
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owning those

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inent not established by law in any other part of the United Kingdom 
has, no doubt, contributed much to the successful operation of the statute 
in Ireland, so far as success has yet been obtained; and any default in 
the performance of the duties of Registrar which should make it necessary 
to disunite the two offices, would be regarded by the Commissioners as a 
great detriment to the public service. The Commissioners trust, there- 
fore, that the Dispensary Medical Officers will, in their character of public 
Vaccinators, bear in mind this important view of the question* and strive 
to secure, by a zealous attention to their duty in the registration of births 
the first step to a complete vaccination of the children born within their 
respective districts. 

A most important link in this part of the machinery of the Vaccination 
Act is the service by the Registrar of Births of the notice, Form C (re- 
quired by the 8th section,) on every parent, when registering the birth 
ot a child, to bring the child to be vaccinated. If this be done with 
regularity, the defaulting parents are easily singled out after the lapse of 
six months for insertion in the list of defaulters which the Medical Officer 
ii required to send to the Board of Guardians, in order to enable them to 
institute prosecutions in such cases. The failure to serve this notice has 
been found usually to be at the root of every serious case of defective 
vaccination in a district. The Medical Officer having been himself the 
cause of the default on the part of the parents, the Guardians are in such 
cases naturally unwilling to prosecute, and the magistrates equally un- 
willing to convict. J 

It has, m some such instances of failure to a serious extent, been thought 
necessary on the part of the Commissioners to remove the Medical Officer 
of a Dispensary District ; and they have recently taken this course in 
the case of the Ballindine District of Claremorris Union — one of the 
five cases in which smallpox still prevails, in consequence of very great 
neglect of duty by the public vaccinator. 

The Commissioners take this opportunity of reminding the Guardians 
that one of the most important elements in successful vaccination is the 
use of good lymph. This is best secured by vaccination from arm to arm, 
as far as may be practicable ; and, in the next degree, by the use of the 
capillary glass tubes mentioned in the circular of 28th October, 1863 
which most of the Boards of Guardians consented at that time to supply 
to the Dispensary Medical Officers, thereby enabling them to keep by 
them a stock of lymph selected by themselves from their own subjects. 
I he Commissioners strongly recommend the Guardians to secure, in any 
way desired by the Medical Officers, the use of the best lymph attainable 
for vaccination.
